Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Wright does not describe 
an engaging formation on a robotic arm, and thus Wright does not meet the limitations of independent claim 18. Examiner asserts that 
claim 18 states the device comprises an engaging formation "being arranged to hold and provide a stop for a complementary engaging 
formation on a robotic arm." Thus the engaging formation on the robotic arm is not positively claimed and is thus intended use language. 
Further, although the engaging formation on the robotic arm is not explicitly described in the specification, it is inherent that a robotic arm 
with removable tool as in Wright will have an engaging formation to attach the robotic arm to the device. As such the arguments filed on 
6/21/06 are not persuasive, and examiner sustains the rejections as described in the final rejection of 4/24/06. 
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
